HERB CLEARS AIR 


"Within the short space of a few 


days MrV Hoover has cleared the air 
on the major problems. The calling 
of an extra session in April has been 
restricted to farm relief and tariff 
legislation, so far as the initiative of 
the new administration Is concerned, 
but it will be difficult to prevent con- 
gress from making the usual num- 
ber of investigations and passing any 
other laws that might have popular 
support. 


The effort at the moment to limit 


the session to tariff and farm relief 
is made merely to relieve the admin- 
istration of responsibility for making 
any recommendation to the new con- 
gress beyond those two subjects. It 
does not mean, of course, that Mr. 
Hoover would disapprove acts of 
congress which came to him for sig- 
nature on other subjects. 


The president-elect is represented 


as desiring to go Into the subject of-. 
inland •waterways and other cam- 
paign pledges at the December ses- 
sion of congress. 'Many of these 
things will provoke controversy and 
probably will not be acted upon even 
at the December session, but Mr. 
Hoover's policy Is to make a start. 
If there should be a disposition in 
1932 
to "look at the record," Mr. 


Hoover hopes that his administra- 
tion will have done something on all 
the outstanding questions which 
were touched upon in the Republican 
national platform.. 


IMPRESSES CONGRESS 


Although it is too early to form an 


estimate of the effect of Mr. Hoo- 
ver's brief visit here, there Is reason 
to believe that he has made a favor- 
able impression on members of con- 
gress and that his business-like way 
of tackling problems is effective. The 
president-elect has a very direct way 
and although he is observing the 
Coolidge policy of silence In con- 
troversies which do not concern him 
or on which he has as yet inadequate 
information, there is already an in- 
dication that when he makes up his 
mind, he is positive and emphatic. 


The president-elect has been see- 


ing a maximum number of callers 
every day and seems to relish his 
new contacts. His most delicate job, 
of 
course. Is selecting a cabinet. 


Once this is out of .the way be still 
will be under pressure with respect 
to other important appointments, but 
to a large extent, he hopes to leave 
this to department heads to handle.

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WATERWAY 
DEVELOPMENTS 


News dispatches from Washington 


picture Mr. Hoover as being deeply in- 
terested in Mid-west waterway devel- 
opment on an extensive scale. There is 
really nothing new in Mr. Hoover's 
interest in waterway enterprises, for 
he has long given his approval to such 
projects in principle and in fact. One 
of the most logical reasons for Mid- 
continental preference of Hoover for 
president was his well-known friend- 
liness toward the expansion of water 
transportation and 
his demonstrated 


engineering ability. 


In this respect Mr. Hoover, by rea- 


son of his wide experience and ac- 
knowledged talents, occupied a class 
by himself. His service to those por- 
tions of the country which will benefit 
by waterway development were po- 
tentially very valuable. It is probably 
noiran over-statement to say that Mr. 
Hoover can and will do more to pro- 
mote inland water transportation than 
anyone else. It is said he has four 
major undertakings in mind. The first, 
of course, is the St. Lawrence seaway 
connecting the Great lakes with the 
Atlantic ocean. The second is the so- 
called lakes-to-the-gulf waterway, the 
third is the improvement of the Ohio 
river from Pittsburgh down, and the 
fourth covers the upper Mississippi 
river. 


The St. Lawrence seaway is of 


greater economic importance to the 
country than all of the other projects 
combined, and will always be so. The 
main efforts, therefore, should -and 
doubtless will be concentrated on 
pushing the negotiations with Canada 
through to a final conclusion so that 
construction may be authorized at the 
earliest possible moment. Chicago will 
press for the lakes-to-the-gulf water- 
way, 
even in advance of the St. Law- 


rence seaway, but that is politics and 
has .no relation to the economic re- 
quirements of the country and the re- 
spective merits of the two enterprises. 


Further improvement of the Ohio 


and Mississippi rivers will be war- 
ranted by future traffic, but it prob- 
ably will be many years before either 
is used to anything like its capacity. 
However, it is true that all of these 
projects are in a sense related. They 
all deal with cheaper transportation 
facilities for the Mid-continent. They 
all combine to place it in nearer and 
cheaper contact with markets both at 
home and abroad. They help to over- 
come the handicaps to which the Cen- 
tral west has been placed by the build- 
ing of the Panama canal. 


It will be logical for Mr. Hoover to 


give major stress to these great 
works in order to make them an ad- 
ministration achievement. Doubtless. 
they will be opposed by the railroads, 
but here as in all instances where the 
railways antagonize waterway devel- 
opment, they will be acting without a 
proper regard for either their own in- 
terests or the interests of the country 
as a whole- 
Waterway development 


will not hurt the railroads. 
On *;-- 


contrary, it will give them more busi- 
ness and bring them increased profit.-. 


RENOUNCING POISON GAS

in such a scheme. The thing ought to 
be quite easy to put over.

have the slightest effect If war should 
come every nation involved would be- 
gin to use all the poison gas it could 
lay its hands on, no matter how many 
treaties it had signed.

CORPORATION ETHICS 


John D. Rockefeller, Sr., has entered 


into the fight for control of Standard 
Oil of Indiana. It is said that he has 
taken the side of his son in the latter's 
attempt to oust Col. Robert W. Stew- 
art as chairman of its board of direc- 
tors. Great forces are at work in New 
York and throughout the country 
to 


control this corporation. The name and 
prrstige of Rockefeller are largely 
a 


matter of its place in Standard Oil. Its 
position in the world of finance and 
industry is, therefore, at stake, as well 
as the moral standing of Standard Oil 
company of Indiana. 


It remains to be seen how much 


power Mr. Rockefeller, Sr., still wields 
in Wall street and in Standard Oil 
ramifications. The ethics of the contro- 
versy are entirely on the side of the 
Rockefeller family. Regardless of how 
competent an executive Col. Stewart 
may be or of the profits he may 
be 


able to earn for Standard Oil, he has 
brought discredit to it and himself by 
his connection with the 
Continental 


Trading compan)r. If stockholders are 
to approve policies and acts such as 
the record has disclosed in this case, 
then there should be no limit to the 
extent to which corporations may go 
in conspiracy against the public, in 
covering up shady transactions' and 
the exploitation of the nation through 
political favoritism. Principles of the 
very greatest importance are involved | 
and cannot be- obscured by eulogizing

the National Safety Council, just made 
public.

across the street again. You under- 
stand. Bill. I say 'must not.' Auto-

perintendent of schools, Charles M. 
Fisher, on "How to Spank." 


JUST LIKE GRANDSIRES 


Toung moderns, according to Fisb 


er, are only slightly different from 
their grandsires. And what was good 
enough for grandfather—and 
effi- 


cacious for him, too—is good enough 
for the present generation. So Fisher 
outlines a course for teachers to ap- 
ply to whip unruly children into 
shape. 


"Punishment should be adminis- 


tered m kindness," Fisher begins his 
instructions, mindful of the old saw, 
"This hurts me more than it does 
you." 


"Corporal punishment should nei- 


ther be hasty nor improperly admin- 
istered," he continues. 


DELAY PUNISHMENT 


To insure the former. Fisher says, 


"No spanking should occur until at 
least 24 hours have intervened since 
the misconduct." 


To prevent the latter, he issues a 


long dictum with full instructions, 
excerpts from which follow: 


"The teacher or principal should, 


when administering punishment, use 
only such an instrument as will pro- 
duce no phyisical injury to the child. 


"Never hit above the belt nor be- 


low the knees. 


"Striking on the shins, knuckles 


and palms of the hand with ruler, is 
absolutely forbidden.

Fisher warns, adding that the Ideal 
instrument of punishment is a rubber 
strap, because it does not bruise or 
cut. A leather strap also is good. 


Fisher insits that these rules' come 


from years of experience with school 
children. He feels that an ounce 
of bard punishment is worth a ton 
of easy chastisement, not only for 
the pei-son receiving it but for the 
example to the rest of the school. As 
proof he cites that in five years when 
he personally supervised the execu- 
tion of approximately 
these same 


rules, only four culprits needed and 
got their dues. 


MUST CONSULT PARENTS 


As a precaution, Fisher issues one 


final rule which says: 


"Corporal punishment should be

crop estimate is fully high. The se- 
vere weather in the latter part of 
the picking season did much dam- 
age. The total crop brought to mar- 
ket will probably not exceed 14,000,- 
000 bales. However, if we accept the 
Government crop figures and add to 
them the carry-over, the total sea- 
son's supply is around 
16,600,000 


bales. Assuming a domestic con- 
sumption of at least 7 million bales 
ana exports of eight and one-half 
million bales, the total cotton re- 
quirements will run around fifteen 
and one-half million bales, and pos- 
sibly more. This year's carry-over 
will, therefore, be far smaller than 
it was a year ago. The word croo 
is slightly larger than last year, but 
world demand is also larger. All cur- 
rent indications point to a moderate- 
ly higher price for cotton during the 
Spring months. 


"It should be remembered that if 


the manufacturers have to pay too 
high prices for cotton their profits 
will be cut down even though de 
mand is increasing. At levels arounc 
.20 cents for raw cotton they are m 
a position to operate profitably and 
to maintain an upward trend of pro- 
duction and sales. A run away mar- 
ket would b£ a very adverse fac- 
tor. 
WARNING AGAINST OVER-PRO 


DUCTION 


"Cotton manufacturers 
must be 


careful not to over-produce or the 
improvement in conditions recently 
noted will be short-lived. It should 
be remembered that we still have 
a large over-capacity for manufac- 
turing cotton goods. If everybody 
gets enthusiastic and throws cau- 
tion to the wind under the stimulus 
of the better demand, stocks of 
goods will be built up beyond the 
market to take them. 


This would result in another dis- 


astrous decline such as occurred in 
1924 and 1925. The fact remains that 
while demand for cotton goods is 
increasing it is only increasing at 
a price. The trade is obviously unwil- 
ling to pay higher prices at the pres- 
ent time, and any attempt to force 
them •will cut down the demand. 
It is better to make haste slowly,
